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1 . Claims 1 -9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a Sigma- 
Delta Analog-to-Digital Converter (ADC) having dithering that removes the idle channel 
tones of the sigma-delta converter where the idle channel tones are reduced by 
stretching the threshold window of a multi-level quantizer and a dithering sequence is 
added by stretching the thresholds window randomly. The randomly stretched window 
destructs the periodicity of sigma-delta ADC modulator's output sequence and removes 
the idle channel tones. This has not been shown in the prior art. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Zero crossings of the combined signal are detected, and the instances where those 
crossings occur are encoded, one zero crossing for each interval.
